On some of t'ie roa^l 
near town the omnibva owner* bare aaSered tb* 
moil disheartening loaue. Their heaty ma- 
chine., tdapled for •mnnth Irsflii. are not fitted 
for toad, dotted over with deep bole., and re- 
qnSring arrpentine evolutinn. to .void lh«m 
Thu* we regret to find many have been ut- 
terly ruined, and thoie who remain have quite 
enough to do to keep four whetlt going. The 
lota to contrscton by the present atat* of the 
road a, mutt have been eomething enormou.. 
The cnnveyince nf heavy material, for building 
tint been all hut impouible. At the bait of 
timet, the etrritge of timber ha. often been at- 
tended with the utmost riak and inconvenience 
to all the vehicle, and people near it. 

The j i rite of the road, hu of eourie 
kept many perton. at home. Those 
who have been obliged to frequent tba city have 
preferred to walk. Tbe motion of tome of the 
public conveyances his had a wonderful mum* 
blince to that of a boat upon the ocean, ei 
cept .hiking the bones together, which a boat 
doei not. The constant lenu of danger pro- 
duce! very different effecli upon varioui mind. ; 
and thus while many paAscoRert look tbe picture 
of misery and alum, and .eek .ympathy around 
them, other, feel whan they enter these vehicle, 
or mount them, like a brave loldier when he 
goes into net ion, that every bultet jfu iu billet, 
and that what it to be, must 

They fold their arm., therefore, and *'.l u 
•lewlily a. perpetual motion wul permit them, 
and so await Cor fortune to pronounce hsntlf— 
whether in favour *' a broken spring, a turn 
over, or only a dead horte.

veyor. Thut, having no path, the .oot-puieo- 
ger hu to fight hi. way through bogt and 
Rioraetes. with carter, and 'but driver., and not 
least perilous, with the young gentlemen who 
find themeelrei npon horeebick to their own 
amazement and th* public utontehm.nt. 

IF we were to select a tpecimen of what a road 
can be, we might lake that from Elii.beth-.treit 
to raddington. Firit, pauiufr by Lyon, ■terrace, 
tbere i. a celebrated piece over which 
hundredi of loadi of rnbbiah have been thrown 
within the lust two jean. It !■ arranged iu a 
wonderful manner; firti, lump, of freestone of 
all liiet looaely hud down, and then heaps of 
eatth tbrotrn upon it. If, after thu protest, a 
few Un* dait happen, the whole forms a wy 
tmooth and pleasant road ; but u it often taint 
la this country with a violence sufficient to dis- 
place masonry, and to turn a soft surface 
into th* consistence of gruel, tha 
process or " making " bu to ba i*peat*4

Year by year th* propor- 
tion of births decreue, nntil by and by a few 
wretcbtd rrmnanli eicite the alternate cotn- 
patiion and disgutt of the intruding r«e. In 
Africa, however, the country ii occupied by 
hilf-civiltaed people, »„d Uiey have therudimenu 
of a national eiittence. The Christian faith 
would tend to unite them, and at least by 
creating a new epoch terminate those internecine 
wars, wheh the law of blood to, blood entail, 
upon savage nattont, and tnmatimei leads even 
to their eitinclinn. Frurn th* manner in which 
Or. LivmotTowhuheen welcomed we mey infer 
that some great effort* will be 
the ground duocivered, by th* various Misaionary 
iniutuiioni.

The London Baciety 
doe* not pretend to fetch any sccletiulical dis- 
cipline, end leaves entirety to its Mi..iunariea 
the forms of religious worabip. It is, however, 
hardly likely that one Society can 
embrace so wide a Held, and we 
hope, at all event*, that ws shall not have to re- 
cord (heir quarrel, rather than their labriura. 

The dangers encountered by Lfvisoiiow 
appeu to have been chiefly from the nature of th* 
journey and climate, but inferencei of unhealth- 
fuln*!* are often premature.

possible to forget that the neat moment, and all 
might be over ; but, having puaed the turn- 
pike, the next half-mile combine! everything 
that cm be disgutting in a road. The water of 
the higher ground pours duwn npon it ; there 
are no culvert* in it* narrowr.t put there 
are houtea below the level of th* toad, having 
an area unfenced before them, into which 
carelesanes* and accident Would pre- 
cipitate pauvngers in a moment. Ac- 
cordingly, life hu been lost. Notwith- 
standing, there i. not a .tick, not 
a white potl iluck up, to auk thii 
spot. 

The description of tbii road will 
many otbere, and must show how important it it 
that tbe Legiilature should interfere. We are 
not' opposed to reaionable tuition. It would 
be impossible to calculate tb. loss to owner* of 
public and private carriage!, the loss of horses, 
tbe injury to shopkeepers from the stoppage of 
bill in***, th* increased cost of goodi, the wear 
and tear of clothing. All together would 
not be represented by soon* thousands 
of pound* a mile ; add to all thii the danger and 
the discomfort, and we leave a sum total of 
taxation imposed by neglect, tuch as no Govern 
ment would have the usnraoce to demand. It 
ii well worth considering whether a better eon 
tlruciion of roads, including the correction, at 
fu u possible, of the sig-iag character, 
should not be attempted. The science 
of road-making here ia <m/e- MasaJamitt, 
and fu below the ataodatd or the neighbouring 
colonies. They have bad roads, no doubt 
enongh of them; but when they undertake t<> 
" make " a rued lhay thow they have a notion 
of durability. Thus, the gnat Roman 
people formed roads, which .till remain— their 
substratum solid u when they were fir it laid 
down. We believe then 1* nothing of mch 
importance to a new country u it* road*. 
Nothing that colonic* art so much inclined to 
neglect. 

Wi fear many of our reader* will have pasted 
•ver lh* natrativ* of LiTiwanon'* discoveries 
we have gives, in three eucceuiv* number*, 
closing with the 27th ultimo. They nay ima- 
gine that in th* dearth of intelligence wt have 
attempted to fill np our column* with 
matter ready to hand ; but it ii not ao. If they 
have consigned their copies to the waste paper 
box, we ad vise them to recall them, and tree* 
the footatep* of one of our most intrepid and 
succes.ful travellers . one Whom all England hu 
welcomed with acclamations. 

It i* natural to exaggerate tha importance 
of recent discoveries, and to paint Ln colours too 
lively tbe moral dignity of alt enterpriu which 
touches some popular chord in the nations) 
heart- We find, however, what was deemed 
deatrt expanding before ui in all the beauty and 
luxuriance, th* grandeur and fertility of moun 
tain, river, and plain— teeming with animal life, 
and occupied by million* of human beings, 
" Ood's image carved in ebony," as aud a 
philanthropist who traced through div«riili*i of 
akin those mora! qualities which unit* nan with 
th* Divine. We ' 



kingdom. It ii quite possible that a traveller 
who follows th* court* of the riven, who hu 
no change or garments, and who sleeps in the 
open air, will suffer like Dr. Li inoBTosr. Be 
h.d the fever thirty time.: perhaps a little 
better knowledge of the interior will enable him 
to enjoy a healthy atmosphere, 

Our readers who go through thii account 
and Compare the factt with the theory which 
prevailed before the discovery, will less and leu 
confide in the Brat imprets.iona of traveller!. 
When it wu tuppoaed nothing cxiilsd but an 
arid desert, lift is exuberant, lletide troops of 
elephants, which civilised people would know 
how to lame, Dr Liyisqstoii found every- 
where buffaloes, giraffe*, xebru, antelope*, and 
pig*. Referring to the beautiful inriDg-bok, he 
writes, " I could form no idea of the number of 
these lovely animals in actual migration ; I can 
compare them to loruil* alone, for at far u the 
aye could reach they formed a tremul u* mat* 
upon a plain ieven miles long by three, hro.d. 
Abundance of fish and fowl afford ample variety 
for the sustenance of traveller!. 

We, of course, do not expect that any traveller 
will be fortunate enough to find tuch a region in 
New Holland, yet wear* hot di.poaed to believe 
that it will prove a mere desert. Th* discovery of 
Dr. Livimqstow add* one more to the leuons

(C beers and 
diianprohstloo.) The estate of Smilhfleld was now 
what he foreaaw it would be when he put 
it up for sais — » place which wu likely 
to become a eentnl locality whioh would 
proy. highly sdrantageens to the aniraundini; 
neighbourhood u the site for n market. (Oheert.) 
A* to an a/lvertisem-nt in that day's papers, addressed

wonld .imply *oic that he never ullndel tti Melbourne 
al all. s* injinnaled fa the ad»erti*em.nt. (Cheers.) 
Aa to the mure immediate questions which the electnri 
had to emuider, he would state in referenee to the 
land r|ueation, that ha hollered nooneindieida.l «ould 
derlse sn offbetirt working plan for the management 
of ihe land*. This he thought wu io he dune hy t 
flniuTnitlre or the Legislature, a hy the whale Aaacm. 
hly resolving thenuelrn into committee. The agri. 
culturnl laad* he thought, ahetiM be tnuatuied o« 
and mapped, ao that any man wanting a farm oauld 
proceed at once to the place where he desired to settlo, 
and paying for his farm, take poaseasion of it imme- 
diately. There should he no auction fur such land* u 
it was shown were required for Hmvi jH» settlement, 
and fat agricultural purpoaes, and every measure 
sjhnuld be adected for tnrcventing the igrlenlturil 
lands falling into the hands nf speculators, (Cherts.) 
The proposal to roll tha land at fire ahilling* an acre, 
wu absurd, because the ntsiilt of this schema would 
be that speculators would buy Large tract* at Ave 
ahitliugi arid sell at At. pound*. (CLeon.) As to 
the instirial affiin of the colony, ha thought they

Irst ut 'aif vocsre, h'e 
advnented it then, and should h. be sunt into the 
Auentbly, he would advocate that every atop shoul I 
be lakm te make this port the Ural of arrival and lut 
of departure— in roakei Sydney, in fact, tho London 
of the S.uiihern Ilemlaphrrs. (Ch*ers.) 
They had already alloircd the neighbouring oniony to 
gsin one «d vintage oyer thom, by the transfer of the 
military hed-quarctrn to Melhnome : and they should 
lake care that no more such advantage* ah on id be Inst 
to thia city. While he wu a strong adyneate for rail- 
ways, he would do all in his power tn promote the 
construction and repair of th* ordinary ro-rls and ih* 
bridzca throughout tha eolony.

tor upward* of twenty-two jean, he defi,c4 any man to 
■how that he had committed a miitake or done any- 
thing to which any man could refti a* deeming 
repmhitinn, (Cheers, 1 If riveted, he would go imo 
the r. ^i-lntnrn pledged to no party, hut de^nuned to 
support that Ministry which would do most goad for 
the country, (Applause.)

The assistant surgeon, Peter Thmrty, 
stated that he attended the ohild. which wu eealded 
aloog the back very severely, and ouito sufticienc to 
account fur the death ; he looked upon the cue ss 
hopelcu from the Brat. Vcrdlot : " We And that the 
deceased child, F.mmti Jane Watt, came by her death 
Bom injuries received by falling into a large tin nana 
nf scalding suds, but how she fell in there ia no evi- 
dence to show."— On the J9th ultimo, th. coroner 
and a jury mot at the White Hart public -ho me. 
Phillip. street, to take evidenca touching tha sudden 
death of William It, ffraT, a roan of colour, who 
came to tha colony an steward in the General 
Wynihem, (ram which retail he received hia 
discharge on the 'l<! :h at April : pre ci ran to that date, 
howevet, he had hern in tho Innrmuy, having been 
admitted on the ISLh of March, and dismiued Hkh 
April. On the 5th of May he went to Mb* with 
Owen Loughnan : shortly after lie complained of 
being nnwcll, and had a bad notgh ; ni advised to 
go t» the hospital or gut a doctor, but said he had an 
money. On Wedneiday night Lut the landlord soul 
bit daughter to uk Gray whet he would hnvn for 
brnakraet ; she soon returned, saying he was asleep, 
and nhe did not llko to diaturb him ; on going himself 
he found (Iray ijfing on the safe, and qaltg dead. Dr. 
Halter said that, having examined the body, and 
beard the history of the cue, he wu of opinion that 
death had resulted from natural oauaea. Verdict 
accordingly.
